A WORD OF WARNING TO 
THE INVESTOR: 


Recently a would-be investor came to me with 7 supposedly MS65 Silver 
Dollars he had purchased for $1000 from what he thought was a reputable 
company. On examining the coins I found 1 MS65, 5 that were MS60-MS62, 
and | that was not even uncirculated. 

Seeking another opinion, we took them to 2 other reputable coin dealers 
where he was offered between $240 and $300 for them. I felt this was a 
legitimate bid for the coins. 

I am not advising people not to purchase MS65 coins, but if you are a new 
collector or investor, either know your dealer well or study the grading of an 
MS65 coin well before you invest in too many of them. I feel it is one of the 
biggest rackets going on in the Coin Market right now. 

This man was fortunate. He sent the coins back within the 10 days and his 
money was refunded. If he would have put these coins away and not checked 
on them again until several years later, he would have had an unpleasant 
surprise even in a rising market.

DRAKE-MEDAL 


Drake University has for the first time authorized an offical medallion. The 
commemorative medallion will be issued in observance of the University’s 
centennial in 1981. These medals will be offered in bronze, sterling silver and 


24 karat gold plate (over sterling silver). Individually struck at the Franklin 
Mint, each commorative piece features a three-dimensional portrait of Old 
Main on the Obverse and the Drake Seal on the reverse; it was minted as a 
proof only. There has been no purchase limit set by the University. The gold 
plated medallions sell at $60 each, sterling silver medallions sell at $50 each 
and the bronze are at $10 each.

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BURGLARY AT IOWA COIN 
SHOP 


More than $1 million worth of rare coins, paper money, and jewelry was 
stolen from A&A Coins-Stamps-Collectibles of Iowa City on October 15. Dr. 
J. W. Carberry, owner, is a long time coin dealer and member of the I.N.A. A 
number of easily identifiable items were stolen including several U.S. notes 
identifiable by their serial numbers. 

The thieves took a rare, $1 silver Certificate, North Africa issue with yellow 
seals and blue serial numbers: the Crisp Uncirculated piece bears serial number 
*70964434 A.Four other CU $1 North African notes taken in the theft bear 
regular serial numbers B 52602277 C, C 78557178 C, C 78557179 C, and C 
78557180. 

A National Bank Note, Series 1929 Type II issued by a Dover, Del., bank, 
bears charter number 1567, and serial number A 006187. Two $10 Nationnal 
Bank Notes on the bank bear serial numbers A 003069 and A 003088. 

Among the items stolen, and not seen on the market too often, were 150 25- 
cent fractional Canadian notes, as well as 50 Crisp Uncirculated United States 
fractional notes of various types. In other Canadian paper money, 20 large 
and small private bank notes were stolen, as well as a Canadian ‘‘Train’’ note, 
a $5 Dominion of Canada note bearing a central train vignette on the obverse, 
issue of May 1, 1912, plus two $4 Canadian notes. 

Also stolen were four Colorado Lesher dollars: one of the first type with 
incused, engraved lettering, identified in So-Called Dollars as Hibler and 
Kappan 787, plus two of the A. B. Bumstead varieties, either H&K-788 or 789. 
30 silver silver and potmetal ‘‘Bryan Money’’ pieces were also taken. 

U. S. Uncirculated (Mint) sets were stolen, still in original government 
envelopes of issue, with the name of Vernon Fletcher as the addressee. A set of 
AU-BU Standing Liberty quarters in a red custom holder was also 
taken. 

About 3,000 silver dollars, most dates in BU were stolen as were two U.S. 
Proof sets dated 1885 and 1898. Modern Proof sets stolen include sets dated 
1939, 1940, and arun from 1950-1955. Many high grade 19th century and type 
coins were also stolen in the theft, also a ‘‘complete inventory of U.S. BU and 
circulated 20th century coins.”’ 

Also stolen were rolls of 1942 and 1943 Walking Liberty halves as well as 
many rolls of scarce date Franklin halves. Among these were two rolls of the 
1948-D, one of 1950-D, two rolls of 1953-S Franklins, two rolls of 1954-S, two 
rolls of the 1956, as well as single rolls of the 1952, 1953, 1954 and 1955 coins.
